One of the Most ISemarkable Case* Krer 


Known iu Marine- Hi»t:>ry—A f>rew»ot»«

One of tfce most remarkable cases 


of a vessel being posted at Lloyd's as 
missing and then turning up was that 
of the sky sail clipper T. F. Oakes. the 
first American iron square-rigger ever 
launched. She left the port of Hong- 
Kong on July 4, 1S%. for New York. 
Her usual time from China to Sandy 
Hook was about T2Z days. After she 
had been out about 250 days, and was 
not reinsurable, she was posted. Her 
agents had given her up as lost, and 
the relatives of her skipper, Captain 
Edv.-ard \V. Reed, and his wife, who 
accompanied him on the voyage, had 
gone into mourning. 
The nautical 


world was startled when, on Monday. 
March 22, 1897, the eld iron ship ap- 
peared in the port cf Xew York, 200 
days out of Hong Kong. She brought 
as grew£onie a yard of storm and cairn 
and sickness as was ever SDUU in fore- 
castle or cabin. 
The missing ship 


came in tow of the oil-carrying steam- 
ship Kasbek, which sailed from Phil- 
adelphia on March 13 deep laden for 
Fiume. When she was about three 
hundred miles southeast of Sandy 
Hook one of her officers who was .v.i 
The bridge, saw a blue light gleaming 
through 
the frosty air. thick with 


spoondriit. The tank bore down to- 


- ward the signal, and when she was 


within hailing distance of the Oakes. 
Captain Muir, who had been sum- 
moned from his cabin, shouted across 
the troubled sea:

"The British sailors got out a nine- 


inch manila hawser and bent It ca a 
two-and-a-half-inch line. The line was 
passed through a hawser pipe astern 
and got afowl of the propeller. About 
125 fathoms of it spun and slashed 
around the propeller blades, and. the 
outboard part cf the tail shaft. The 
propeller was jammed and the engine 
came to a stop before Chief Engineer 
Stevens could shut off steam. 
The 


tank was to windward cf the square- 
rigger and drifted directly into her 
course. The chief engineer tried tc 
start the ship again by using the aux- 
iliary turning 
engine, which 
bro-;e . 


down. 
The iron prow cf the Oakes 


would have pierced toe hull of the 
Kasbek if 
her sailormen 
had 
not 


hoisted on her three pole masts fore- 
and-aft sails which she used in emer- 
'gency. As it was. there was only ti 
boat's length between the two ships 
when the Kasbek backed out of the 
Oakes' course. The tank was helpless 
about eight hours.
